Things are now ready to roll 
for the planned Didsbury Sen¬ 
ior's Lodge. 

Last Thursday, the Mountain 
View Management Board 
(MVMB) had to make a decision 
as to go ahead with the lodge or 
not, a proposal that has been on 
the table for several years now. 

In a motion made by Sheila 
Lockrem, the group voted unani¬ 
mously to go ahead with the 
project and expect to have the 
lodge built by 2003. 

Judy Kaupp, chair for both 
the MVMB and the Didsbury 
Senior's Lodge Committee, is 
very pleased that this issue has 
finally been decided on. 

Kaupp says that the board is 
already looking at a site for the 
lodge, which is located along the 
shelf of land east of the hospital. 

"It's a nice place and has a nice 
view,” Kaupp said. 

Kaupp says that although the 
lodge would be near the hospi¬ 
tal, there is no association with 
HA5 as the lodge would be owned 
and operated by the MVMB. 

She says that currently the 
board is working with the Town 
of Didsbury to have the title to 


the land and hopes to have that 
resolved soon. 

Kaupp says that the proposed 
lodge would have 40 units and 
would be focused at housing low- 
income seniors who are subsi¬ 
dized by the province. She feels 
that the board will have no prob¬ 
lem filling those 40 rooms. 

"People have been requesting 
a lodge for a number of years 
now," she said. "We certainly hope 
we'll be able to fill it." 

Presently the board has 
$417,088 set aside for this project 
and the rest of the construction 
dollars will have to come from 
fund-raising the group does, as 
the government no longer pro¬ 
vides funds for the building of 
lodges. 

Kaupp says that if any indi¬ 
viduals would like to contribute 
funds to the building of the new 
lodge, you can call her at 335- 
2344. 

Because the group now has 
society status, tax refundable 
receipts for donations can be is¬ 
sued. 

"This has been a long time 
coming," she concluded. "It's also 
taken a long time for the board 
to get moving on this."

Knife attack sends Water 
Valley man to hospital

A 34-year-old Water Valley 
man has been charged with ag¬ 
gravated assault with a weapon 
after a man was knifed last 
Thursday afternoon. 

The victim, who has not been 
named but is believed to be a 
Water Valley man in his 40s, 
was stabbed six times. 

"There was a knife used,” said 
Sgt. Ron Platz, Didsbury RCMP 
detachment commander. 

An investigation revealed an 
altercation between the two 
men had taken place just west 
of Water Valley on Hwy 579 at 
about 5 p.m., he said, noting 
RCMP have yet to determine 
what lead to the altercation. 

The victim was rushed to the 
Sundre General Hospital after 
he was found bleeding in a shop, 
witnesses said. 

He was treated in Sundre for 
several hours before being 
transferred by ground ambu¬ 
lance to Calgary’s Foothills 
Hospital. 

STARS air ambulance in Cal¬ 
gary was put on alert following 
the stabbing, but was not used. 

At latest report, the victim's 
condition was described as sta¬ 
ble, and non-life threatening, 
said Sundre hospital spokesper¬ 
son Bonnie Jones. 

Two Water Valley residents, 
who asked not to be named, 


rushed the victim to the hospi¬ 
tal, taking 20 minutes to travel 
the usual 35-minute route, they 
said. 

"He was talking but he was a 
long way from being okay," one 
of the men said.

its own fire authority. In fact, there is no Town of 
Didsbury representative currently sitting on the commit¬ 
tee. 

Council has decided to wait on any decision they make 
concerning regionalization until the issue of ambulance 
services has been addressed. 

"The decision to participate in the proposal is premature 
until we deal with ambulance," said CAO Evan Parliament 
last Wednesday. 

"I would strongly encourage council to wait for a decision 
on the ambulance component before they accept this pro¬ 
posal." 

After looking at the proposal, many councillors were not 
in favour of it. 

”1 would vote a strong no against this proposal," said 
Councillor Gordon Quantz. 

Quantz suggested that the Town send a letter to the 
committee stating their position on the issue. 

Parliament agreed, saying "we have a fire authority and 
we recognize that. We are not interested in regionalization." 

Quantz made a motion to send a letter to the committee 
to state their position, as well as to request clarification on 
the proposal. 

"I don't know how much more direct we need to be," 
Parliament concluded. 


Bill 11 discussion 
with NILA Nlarz a 
success

Yet another public discus¬ 
sion was held regarding the 
infamous Bill 11. 

On Wednesday April 26, 
MLA Richard Marz spoke to a 
group of 27 at the Didsbury 5- 
0 Club. 

"Why do we need this?" 
asked Marz, "because right 
now we don't have any way to 
regulate or control private 
surgical facilities or hospitals 
in Alberta. They can set up 
shop and there's nothing the 
Alberta government can do 
about it." 

Marz told the crowd that 
there were basically three op¬ 
tions for this problem. 

"We can do absolutely noth¬ 
ing, we can totally ban surgi¬ 
cal clinics as they exist from 
doing anything or we can regu¬ 
late it so they can only operate 
when it is beneficial to 
Albertans," said Marz. 

Marz says that Bill 11 would 
free up long waiting lines and 
also help people who are wait¬ 
ing for minor surgeries from 
getting bumped because of an 
emergency. 

"Doctors will book the oper¬ 
ating room and a bed for the 
patients and they have to wait 
for that time. All too often a 
major life-threatening emer¬ 
gency or a higher priority sur¬ 
gery comes along and they get 
bumped back or sit there the 
whole day," Marz explained. 
He also added that it isn't just 
affecting the patients, but the 
doctors too, because they lose 
their room and sometimes they 
have to wait around to see if 
they can do it later that day. 

Bill 11 will also allow the 
doctors to decide the length of 
the patients stay rather than 
the Legislature. 

"Private surgical clinics 
have shown us for the past 20 
years that they do a good job." 
He also added that in order for 
surgical clinics to open and 


operate they must "show it is 
beneficial, show it is cost-ef¬ 
fective and show it won't harm 
people". They would also have 
to be approved by the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. 

The hot topic of the after¬ 
noon was on enhanced serv¬ 
ices. Many citizens feel that 
the richer people will receive 
better treatments and prod¬ 
ucts because of their wealth. 
Marz explained that all people 
would receive the "normal" 
treatment from the doctors, 
unless they wanted to pay for 
enhancements that they feel 
would be more comfortable or 
better suited to their needs 
and wants. Some citizens be¬ 
lieve that everybody should 
be entitled to the enhanced 
services. Marz replied by say¬ 
ing "if you wanted a cast with 
a Van Gough painting on it, 
should the tax payers pay for 
that"? 

Prescription drugs was also 
an issue for a lot of people. 
Many felt that there were too 
many drugs that were not on 
the ensured list. 

"People come up with a 
drug that's better than some¬ 
one else's drug, "said Marz, 
"should we put it on the en¬ 
sured list?" Marz explained 
that sometimes there isn't 
enough research done over a 
significant period of time and 
it is just too expensive to take 
a chance on. 

Marz says all Bill 11 is ask¬ 
ing for is "the same thing as 
what other provinces have". 
He added that a lot of the 
commotion is caused by poli¬ 
tics. 

"Politics is a funny 
thing...(Alan) Rock wants 
(Jean) Chretien's job, so does 
(Paul) Martin," laughed Marz. 
In all seriousness however, 
Marz got the people’s approval 
when he said all we really 
want is "the best health care 
we can possibly afford". 


County councillors give Carstairs 
Arena project cold shoulder

Some members of the Moun¬ 
tain View County council were 
not all too receptive to a delega¬ 
tion made by the Carstairs Ru¬ 
ral Recreation Board last 
Wednesday. 

The board was in council 
chambers to request a $400,000 
contribution, in cash or in kind, 
from the county to be put to¬ 
wards the new Carstairs arena. 

Upon completion of the del¬ 
egation, Reeve Ian Harvie asked 
council for their thoughts on 
the issue. 

Immediately following the 
question, Councillor Gerald 
Ingeveld threw his proposal 
package over his shoulder onto 
the floor. 

It was then suggested to send 
the proposal onto the finance 
committee so that administra¬ 
tion could take a closer look at 
it. 

To this, Councillor Sheila 
Lockrem responded, "tell them 
not to hurry on it, take your 
time." 

While the delegation was go¬ 
ing on the five representatives 
in attendance, four of whom are 
county residents, were hit with 
a barrage of questions from 
council. 

Some councillors were con¬ 
cerned about giving money to 
one community and then refus¬ 
ing another. 

Councillor Dave Derksen 


asked, "If you were a councillor, 
how would you answer to con¬ 
stituents for giving funding to 
one project and not to another?" 
Derksen was mainly referring 
to the swimming pool that Olds 
is trying to secure. 

Bill Sheehan, one of the rep¬ 
resentatives in attendance, said 
that he would just say no, be¬ 
cause two communities so close 
together don't each need a pool. 

Councillor Lockrem then 
suggested that parents of chil¬ 
dren who play hockey or figure 
skate could drive their children 
to another community that has 
an arena, and said that Sundre 
would be a good choice. 

"Why is it that all these little 
towns are so close together and 
they can't share facilities," said 
Lockrem. 

The delegation said that an 
arena is necessary within the 
community and that they have 
received tremendous support for 
the project. 

"There is very strong sup¬ 
port for this project in the com¬ 
munity," said Ben Thorlakson. 

"Can you find a way to sup¬ 
port at a scaled down but appro¬ 
priate level?" 

Council then was concerned 
that there wouldn't be enough 
rural people using the arena. 

"The Town has made a sub¬ 
stantial investment of $2.1 mil¬ 
lion which is $1,000 per per¬ 
son," said Sheehan. 


"Usage of the facility, we 
looked at the figures over the 
past four years and 43% of fig¬ 
ure skaters were from the dis¬ 
trict outside of Town." 

Sheehan also told council 
that 48% of minor hockey play¬ 
ers in Carstairs were rural resi¬ 
dents and said that number 
would increase if the arena were 
in better shape. 

Councillor Ben Penner, who 
has been involved with the 
project for some time, was very 
supportive of the delegation. 

"I have been involved with 
this community for some time 
and at no time have I seen or 
experienced an excess in spend¬ 
ing," Penner said. 

Reeve Harvie also said that 
the county "is very supportive of 
your community at large in the 
rural area." 

To that Thorlakson re¬ 
sponded that they're hearing 
"then why the hell can't the 
people from the county pay their 
share?" 

Reeve Harvie thanked the 
delegation for their time and 
effort. 

"You provide an interesting 
challenge to the county and we 
thank you," he said. 

County Commissioner sug¬ 
gested that the proposal be given 
to the public works department 
and have them look at the num¬ 
bers and to figure out where the 
money would come from. 


County endorses new road 
development policy

Some concern was expressed 
by several councillors before a 
new road development policy 
was endorsed by the Mountain 
View County council last week. 

The new policy pertains to 
road development throughout 
the county and the possibility of 
cost sharing with property own¬ 
ers. 

The policy states that the 
county "constructs and pays for 
roads that are for the greater 
public need and which will en¬ 
hance traffic patterns in the 
county." 

One regulation of the new 
policy says that the county will 
cover the cost of the construc¬ 
tion of roads that are deemed 
necessary and important, but 
that subdivision roads are at 
the sole cost of the developer. 

The part of the policy that 
some councillors had problems 
with is that of cost sharing roads 
that aren't deemed a priority of 
the county. 

Any landowners who have 
inadequate or no access to their 
land can apply to have the 
county build the road and wait 
until budgets allow for the con¬ 
struction, or they can raise the 
priority of the project by cost¬ 
sharing the construction with 
the county. 

Councillor Dave Derksen was 
not so supportive of the cost¬ 
sharing aspect of the policy as 
some of the other councillors. 


"I still have a problem with 
the roads that have no access," 
he said. 

"I find it so absurd that we 
have to make people pay for a 
road into their property that 
we're going to tax." 

Councillor Derksen was con¬ 
cerned that the value of proper¬ 
ties would go down around the 
county. 

"I just can't see what the rea¬ 
soning is ... you're going to drive 
down the price of some of these 
land law quarters to the point 
that nobody's goingto buy them," 
he said. 

"I just can't see why we would 
put the dollars back on the tax¬ 
payer ... I find it absurd." 

County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude explained 
that the property owners can 
wait and have the county cover 
the entire cost of the road devel¬ 
opment when it becomes prior¬ 
ity in their district instead of 
entering into a cost-share agree¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Sheila Lockrem 
expressed some concern that 
some councillors would put 
through projects while others 
would always request cost-shar¬ 
ing. She didn't want some coun¬ 
cillors looking like bad guys 
because of the policy. 

Councillor Ben Penner 
agreed, saying that he doesn't 
want to "be chastised or criti¬ 
cized by council" for opting to 
not cost-share a project. 


Reeve Ian Harvie said that it 
wouldn't be an issue as council 
followed the policy accurately. 

"Council is here to look at the 
benefit at large and not just the 
divisions," Harvie said. 

Councillor Derksen came 
around to the proposed policy 
after some discussion, saying 
that he could endorse it as long 
as there was commitment from 
the council that they would be 
fair in the interpretation of it. 

"It's in the interpretation and 
it depends on who's sitting 
around the table," Derksen said. 

In the draft proposal of the 
policy, a paragraph stated that 
"The agreement allows a maxi¬ 
mum 50% county contribution 
of the estimated cost, to a maxi¬ 
mum of $15,000. Costs under 
budget would be returned to the 
applicant in the appropriate ra¬ 
tio. Costs over the estimated 
amount will be borne by the 
county." 

Councillor Gerald Ingeveld 
requested the removal of this 
segment of the policy because 
"we don't want to limit our¬ 
selves.” 

Councillor Ingeveld moved 
adoption of the policy, with the 
removal of that specific para¬ 
graph. 

The motion was passed, with 
Councillor Diane Davies op¬ 
posed. 

"Mr. Chair, I'm in favour of 
the policy but not of this amend¬ 
ment," she said.

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Human Security: People First

War creates millions of vic¬ 
tims every year, and ninety per 
cent of these victims are non- 
combatants such as women, chil¬ 
dren and seniors. None of us can 
remain untouched by these tragic 
statistics. In some countries, 
weapons are easier to obtain than 
food or medication. And in to¬ 
day's era of globalisation, organ¬ 
ised crime, drug trafficking and 
pollution know no borders. 
Canada, as a leader in today's 
world, has a responsibility to act 
in the face of such global prob¬ 
lems. 

Canada is a democracy where 
we respect the fundamental rights 
of others. We know that a coun¬ 
try’s security depends on the se¬ 
curity of others. That is why 
human security lies at the heart 
of Canadian foreign policy. 

Restoring Peace 

The federal government has 
acted many times to contribute 
to global peace. For more than 50 
years, Canadian peacekeepers 
have taken part in foreign opera¬ 
tions. By their presence, they 
help local authorities enforce the 
law and maintain peace. All of 
the stakeholders - governments, 
non-government organizations, 
civilian groups, political nego¬ 
tiators and U.N. peacekeepers - 
work together to establish peace, 
order, and to rebuild after con¬ 
flict. 
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Most of Canada’s efforts focus 
on the most vulnerable people - 
children, the federal government 
has made a commitment to: 

- Protect citizens and chil¬ 
dren's rights in armed conflicts. 
Once peace has resumed, we work 
to help children's lives return to 
normal. Still, for their well be¬ 
ing, one of our priorities is to 
increase the age of soldiers. 

- Control the flow of conven¬ 
tional and light weapons. These 
are the weapons most-often used 
in armed conflicts. In the hands 
of the general population, they 
constitute an obstacle to peace. 

• Implement the Ottawa 
Treaty (officially called the Con¬ 
vention on the Prohibition of the 
Use, Stockpiling, Production and 


Transfer of Anti-Personnel (AP) 
Mines and on their Destruction). 
Tens of millions of mines are now 
buried in 60 countries. And every 
year, more than 20,000 people 
are maimed or killed by them. 

- Fight organised crime, drug 
trafficking and terrorism. These 
activities; constitute a serious 
threat to human security. 
Canada, together with other 
countries, is working to launch 
the International Criminal Court 
(ICC), which would make it pos¬ 
sible to call to account those 
responsible for war crimes, 
crimes against humanity, aggres¬ 
sion or genocide. 

Peace and security are ambi¬ 
tious goals. But they are ones 
Canadians believe in.

Albertans show in¬ 
creasing support for 
Bill 11 

A recent research poll 
released by the Alberta 
Government shows that 
public support for Bill 11 
is on the rise. The poll 
indicates a 54 per cent 
overall support for Bill 11, 
the Health Care Protec¬ 
tion Act. Support reaches 
as high as 62 per cent in 
southern Alberta, 61 per 
cent in central Alberta 
and 59 per cent in 
Calgary. Edmonton 
shows a lower level of 
overall support at 47 per 
cent. 

The poll also indicates 
that some misconceptions 
still continue about the 
legislation. For example, 
the poll found that ap¬ 
proximately one quarter 
of respondents believe 
that insured services pro¬ 
vided by private clinics 
will not be covered by the 
public health system, 
while roughly one third 
of respondents believe the 
plan does not comply with 
the Canada Health Act. 

In fact, Bill 11 clearly 
states that medically nec¬ 
essary services provided 
by surgical facilities must 
be paid for by the public 
health system, in full com¬ 
pliance with the Canada 
Health Act. 

Health Minister 
Halvar Jonson stated that 
these results confirm that 
the government is on the 
right track in its attempts 
to drive down waiting lists 
and offer more choice in 
the health care system He 
added that the govern¬ 
ment has responded to 
Albertans questions 
about the Bill with 
amendments to the legis¬ 
lation to further protect 
the public health system, 
and expects that support 
for Bill 11 will continue 
to rise as more Albertans 
understand that its intent 
is to improve Alberta's 
public health care system. 

The telephone survey 
was conducted by 
Environics West from 
March 10 to April 11, 
2000. Respondents in¬ 
clude 1,650 households 
across the province. A 



sample of that size pro¬ 
duces reliable results 
within plus or minus 
2.4%, 19 times out of 20. 

Improved Access to 
Magnetic Resonance 
Imaging (MRI) in Al¬ 
berta 

The Calgary Regional 
Health Authority and the 
Capital Health Authority 
will each be receiving two 
additional Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging 
(MRI) units to improve 
access to this important 
diagnostic procedure, an¬ 
nounced Health and Well¬ 
ness Minister Halvar 
Jonson. The addition of 
the four new MRIs will 
increase Alberta's pub¬ 
licly funded MRI per 
capita capacity to the 
highest in Canada. 

In making the an¬ 
nouncement, Minister 
Jonson stated that this 
state-of-the-art, high 
technology medical equip¬ 
ment is becoming more 
and more important to the 
effective delivery of qual¬ 
ity health services to all 
Albertans. 

The government is 
therefore responding to 
the increased demand for 
this service. 

MRI services are cur¬ 
rently provided by seven 
publicly funded hospital 
facilities in Alberta in¬ 
cluding three units in Ed¬ 
monton, two in Calgary, 
and one each in 
Lethbridge and Red Deer 
a new unit has also been 
approved for Grande 
Prairie and Medicine Hat 
has initiated plans to in¬ 
troduce MRI services in 
the near future. 

Concerns continue, 
however, that access to 
these services be ex¬ 
panded now and over the 


longer term. This reflects 
wider use of the technol¬ 
ogy and Alberta's grow¬ 
ing and aging population. 
It is expected that de¬ 
mand for MRI scans will 
increase at an annual rate 
of at least 10 % per year 
for the foreseeable future. 

Minister Jonson added 
that the government re¬ 
alizes timely access to 
these diagnostic imaging 
services has been a con¬ 
cern to Albertans. 

The government is re¬ 
sponding to this concern 
by providing funding to 


the Capital Health Au¬ 
thority (CHA) and the 
Calgary Regional Health 
Authority (CRHA) for 
four new MRI units. 

These machines will ef¬ 
fectively double the ca¬ 
pacity in Alberta's two 
largest urban centres and 
will significantly reduce 
overall wait times for 
Albertans. 

This past year approxi¬ 
mately 33,000 publicly 
funded MRI scans were 
performed, an increase of 
138% over the past five 
years. 


Each of the new MRI 
units will cost approxi¬ 
mately $2.5 million. 

Also, to address the in¬ 
creasing demand for MRI 
technicians, Alberta 
Learning announced in 
January, an increase of 
26 post-secondary spaces 
to train MRI technicians 
on the machines. 

As well, the recently 
released Physician Re¬ 
source Plan will be focus¬ 
ing on potential need for 
radiologists, who are in 
short supply across 
Canada. 


Wild Rose Report 


Last week, the Liberal 
government's much-an¬ 
ticipated endangered spe¬ 
cies legislation, Bill C-33, 
was tabled 
in the 
House of 
Commons. 

While all 
Canadians 
support 
prudent 
measures to 
protect spe¬ 
cies that are 
at risk, the 
Species at 
Risk Act 
(SARA) goes too far. 

This piece of Liberal 
legislation, introduced by 
Environment Minister 
David Anderson, will have 
a profound impact on pri¬ 
vate property owners. It 
will essentially make 
them criminals if they fail 
to protect an endangered 
species or its habitat on 
their land. Bill C-33 gives 
the federal government 
the power and capacity to 
pass emergency orders 
that will force property 
owners to halt economic 


activities that may ad¬ 
versely affect the species 
or habitat in question. 
Further, there is no clear 
formula for 
compensa¬ 
tion outlined 
in the Act. By 
ignoring such 
a pivotal is¬ 
sue, any hope 
that the Min¬ 
ister had for 
co-operation 
between land 
owners, con- 
servation 
groups, and 
the government was 
tossed out the window. 
Compensation for expro¬ 
priated land that is not at 
fair market value is sim¬ 
ply not fair, and would 
adversely affect ranchers, 
farmers and other prop¬ 
erty owners. 

This type of legislation 
has been attempted in the 
United States, to the det¬ 
riment of endangered spe¬ 
cies. In fact, the expres¬ 
sion "shoot, shovel and 
shut-up" was born to ex¬ 
press the feeling among 


many US land owners 
that it is better to quietly 
dispose of these endan¬ 
gered species than pro¬ 
tect them through less 
draconian measures. 
Some have gone as far as 
destroying land or habi¬ 
tat that they fear could 
potentially host or attract 
endangered species to 
avoid potential problems 
with their federal govern¬ 
ment down the road. 

Ranchers and other 
land owners in Alberta 
are stewards of the land 
and have an interest in 
preserving our natural 
heritage. While, over 100 
conservation groups ex¬ 
ist that do an effective job 
of managing millions of 
hectares of wildlife sanc¬ 
tuaries. Canadians recog¬ 
nize that we need a 
proactive approach to pro¬ 
tecting species at risk that 
is based on respect. Respect 
for species that inhabit our 
lands and waters, and re¬ 
spect for those who own the 
land. We certainly don't 
need legislation that makes 
criminals out of us all!

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New West Zion Mennonite Church adds to history

It was just over a century 
ago, when the pioneers were 
flocking westward from East¬ 
ern Canada and U.S.A. to take 
advantage of cheap land and 
new opportunities. 

Mennonites, including the 
founders of one of Didsbury- 
Carstairs' oldest churches, 
were not immune to the fever 
and many individuals and fami¬ 
lies came to carve out a new 
life for themselves. 

During the late summer of 
1901, the settlers were talking 
about organizing a church con¬ 
gregation at Carstairs.

Led by Samuel F. Coffman, 
a young man who had been 
sent from the Ontario Confer¬ 
ence of the Mennonite Church 
to minister to their spiritual 
needs, the congregation set 
out to build a church building 
on an acre of land donated by 
Menno Hunsberger. Coffman 
had also organized a High River 
church and a Mayter congre¬ 
gation.

Bill 11 makes private hospitals illegal. 

Bill 11 allows surgical facilities only when there is a benefit to the publicly funded 
system through reduced waiting lists or increased efficiency and NO cost to patients. 

Bill 11 requires that public hospital operating rooms and beds be used efficiently before 
any contracting out. 

Bill 11 makes it illegal to charge Albertans for medically necessary surgeries and makes it 
illegal to make a payment or receive a payment to jump the queue for faster service. 

Bill 11 protects patients and the health system from unethical behaviour or conflict of 
interest situations by physicians, public health system staff or surgical facilities. 

Bill 11 has absolutely no implications for the health system under the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA). 

Bill 11 is not the solution to every challenge facing Alberta's publicly funded health 
system. It is one more tool, in compliance with the Canada Health Act, to help reduce 
waiting lists.

Millenium project 
to run through 
Didsbury soon

A team relaying a vessel of ocean water from one end of 
Canada to the other will be making its way through Didsbury 
on May 12. 

The Trans Canada Trail Relay 2000 project is trying to 
connect Canada from the Arctic Ocean to the Pacific and 
Atlantic Oceans and will be the longest multiuse pathway of its 
kind in the world. 

The water carriers will enter town from the East on 20th 
Ave. at approximately 9:46 a.m. They will continue down 20th 
Ave. until reaching the Didsbury Memorial Complex where 
they will stop for local celebrations. 

"Either the mayor or someone representing the town will be 
there to welcome them and sign the Mayor's book and give them 
a town flag," said Michael Johnson, who is in charge of the 
Program Recreation Facility Services, "and Westglen School 
may get a band to come and play Oh Canada and another song 
or two." 

It is expected that there will be nine to twelve runners 
coming through. These people were selected by a major 
national media recruitment campaign. 

The journey began February 19, 2000 in Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.W.T. and will be relayed through over 750 communities 
before reaching the commemorative Trans Canada Trail Foun¬ 
tain in the National Capital region on September 9, 2000. 

Ironically Summer Active with their theme "Sneaker Day" 
kicks off on May 12 also. 

This will enable kids to "throw on their sneakers and run or 
walk to meet them", says Johnson. 


An hour a week can 
lifetime of reading 


Educational experts agree 
that the more children read, 
the more they'll enjoy read¬ 
ing, and the better readers 
they're likely to become. 

Parents play a key role in 
fostering a love of reading, 
even starting as early as 
sharing picture books with 
babies. Book AdventureT, a 
free, non-profit, online read¬ 
ing incentive program at 
www.bookadventure.org, 
and Sylvan Learning Cen¬ 
tres recommend Canadian 
parents spend at least one 
hour per week or 10 to 15 
minutes a day reading with 
their kids. 

"Reading is such an im¬ 
portant life skill and source 
of great personal enjoyment. 
But reading proficiency and 
habits develop young so it's 
important for parents to en¬ 
courage their children's love 
of reading early. Just an 
hour a week can start a life¬ 
time of reading," explains Dr. 
Rick Bavaria, Vice President, 
Education, Sylvan Learning 
Centres. 

TIPS FOR DEVELOPING 
GOOD READING SKILLS 

-Starting the Reading Ad¬ 
venture with Pre-schoolers 

-Storytelling is the basis 
for reading and writing.

-Even when children are 
reading on their own, read¬ 
ing aloud together can still 
help develop language skills. 

-Mistakes should be 
treated as an opportunity to 
learn a new word, not an 
embarrassment. 

Encourage your child to 
try to sound out a strange 
word. 

-Encourage talk and dis¬ 
cussion as this contributes 
to the development of lan¬ 
guage skills and can help 
with reading. 

Ask everyone around the 
dinner table to talk about 
his or her day. 

-Introduce children to 
your local public library and 
get library cards for every¬ 
one in the family. 

-Check with teachers and 
librarians to confirm the ap¬ 
propriate reading level for 
your child's age. 

Get recommendations from 
them on good children's 
books. 

-Read newspapers and 
magazines together. Help 
them read captions on pho¬ 
tos. 

-Set up or designate 
shelves in a child's room for 




their own "library."

Focus on 


the FamiCy 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My teen daughter, Cynthia, and I have 
incredible fights sometimes. No one has ever gotten to me 
in quite the way she can. We actually yell at each other 
when these battles are going on. How unusual is that kind 
of conflict between mothers and daughters? And is there 
hope for us? 

DR. DOBSON: Unfortunately, it is very common. Many 
psychologists have described a “thing” that occurs between 
some mothers and teen-age daughters. Even though they 
love each other, the friction between them can generate a 
lot of heat. It probably results from a phenomenon that has 
been called “two women in the kitchen” — a kind of natural 
competitiveness that occurs between females in the family. 
It can also be caused by a mother’s inability to cope with an 
extremely difficult and antagonistic kid. Whatever the 
source, it can make life unpleasant for several years. I know 
women who would give their lives for their daughters, yet 
they say with fire in their eyes, “I don’t even like her very 
much right now.” That appears to be what you and your 
teen-ager are experiencing at this time. Is there hope for a 
better relationship in years to come? Yes, I believe you will 
overcome it. Getting Cynthia through adolescence and into 
adulthood will change everything. I wouldn’t be surprised 
if she didn’t become one of your best friends down the road. 
So, take heart. A better day is coming. 

QUESTION: But what can we do in the meantime? How 
can I deal with this wildcat who lives under my roof? 

DR. DOBSON: Before I answer, tell me what your 
husband’s relationship with Cynthia is. 

QUESTION: It’s very good. She doesn’t pull the same 
stuff on him that she does with me. What are you getting at? 

DR. DOBSON: He may hold the key to the tension in 
your home. Fathers can play a valuable role as peacemak¬ 
ers and mediators at a time like this. They can help you 
ventilate anger and find acceptable compromises where 
they are appropriate. Cynthia may listen to her dad. When 
teen-agers are greatly irritated with one parent, they will 
sometimes seek to draw closer to the other. It’s like a 
nation at war that seeks supportive allies. If fathers are 
favored in that way, they can calm the troubled waters and 
keep two women from killing each other. Without this 
masculine influence, routine skirmishes can turn into 
World War III. 

QUESTION: How early in life is a child capable of 
making a strong-willed stand in defiance against his or her 
parents? 

DR. DOBSON: Depending on the temperament of the 
individual, defiant behavior can be displayed by very young 
children. A father once told me of taking his 3-year-old 
daughter to a basketball game. The child was, of course, 
interested in everything in the gym except the athletic 
contest. The father permitted her to roam freely and climb 
on the bleachers, but he set up definite limits regarding how 
far she could stray. He took her by the hand and walked 
with her to a stripe painted on the gym floor. “You can play 
all around the building, Janie, but don’t go past this line,” 
he instructed her. Dad had no sooner returned to his seat 
than the toddler scurried in the direction of the forbidden 
territory. She stopped at the border for a moment, then 
flashed a grin over her shoulder to her father and deliber¬ 
ately placed one foot over the line as if to say, “Whacha 
gonna do about it?” Virtually every parent the world over 
has been asked the same question at one time or another. 
That’s the way some kids are made.

Do you know, that we didn't 
just "show up", but we actu¬ 
ally prayed for and blessed 
each church we were in . This 
was a BIG STEP forward. And 
the following Sunday after 
many of the people in our 
church family had been 
"church-hopping” all week, we 
had one of the most powerful 


services we've ever had in 15 
years!! COINCIDENCE?? I 
don't think so; I think God 
blessed us for making this 
week a priority. It certainly 
was for Him. He died for this 
kind of unity and blessing. 

Psalm 33:15 tells us that 
the Lord sees us individually 
and deals with us individually 
. Yes, there are certain stand¬ 
ards that set us apart as 
"Christians". And, within that 
sphere, there is lots of room 
for differences. What, then, 
does it mean to be one?. I kind 
of think it means to value all 
of the body of Christ and not 
think we're the only ones with 
the "real" ice cream. This kind 
of self-righteousness is dis¬ 
gusting to God and completely 
the wrong spirit to show the 
world. 

But when people see us vis¬ 
iting each other's "houses" of 
worship and RESPECTING 
each other's distinct and 
unique flavours without judg¬ 


ing or criticizing, maybe then, 
more people in our communi¬ 
ties will actually be interested 
in coming to ANY of our build¬ 
ings. 

I really enjoyed each serv¬ 
ice; I tasted each flavour and 
at the end of the week, I was 
satisfied. In one of the 
churches, we were singing a 
hymn and my son leaned over 
to me and whispered, "I like 
this song" and I replied, "I 
grew up with this kind of mu¬ 
sic" and we both gained an 
appreciation for a different "fla¬ 
vour". 

Let's not disdain Jesus' sac¬ 
rifice on the cross. It's Easter 
and we celebrate the fact that 
Jesus really did come back 
from death to life so that we 
could do the same. 

We ll celebrate it in differ¬ 
ent ways; there will be differ¬ 
ent "flavours" in our services 
but we're acknowledging Je¬ 
sus together. We can celebrate 
that!!

High demand continues to 
drive up price of natural gas

The CWB recently launched 
its new Fixed Price Program. 
Under this program farmers can 
select either a fixed price option 
or a basis price option for their 
Canada Western Red Spring 
wheat before the beginning of 
the crop year. 

"With the announcement of 
the fixed and basis prices today, 
new choices have become avail¬ 
able," said CWB Chairman, Ken 
Ritter. "The Board of Directors 
is committed to providing busi¬ 
ness options for farmers. This 
program has been designed to 
provide pricing flexibility for 
farmers while maintaining the 
financial integrity of the pool¬ 
ing system." 

The April 27th price sched¬ 
ule is included in the attached 
backgrounder. For today and 
the next four business days, 
daily prices will be posted and 
in effect from 2:30 p.m. Winni¬ 
peg time until 7 30 a.m. the next 
business day. Farmers can ob¬ 
tain the information by phon¬ 
ing 1-800-ASK-4-CWB (1-800- 
275-4292), on the CWB Web site 
at www.cwb.ca, and through 
Fax-on-Demand at 1-800-665- 
8751. 

The fixed price offered as a 
new payment option is calcu¬ 


lated using the midpoint of the 
Pool Return Outlook (PRO) for 
Canada Western Red Spring 
wheat, 13.5% protein, basis 
instore Vancouver/St. Law¬ 
rence, minus a discount for 
risk, administration and the 
time value of money. The basis 
price equals the fixed price mi¬ 
nus the Minneapolis futures 
price, adjusted to Canadian dol¬ 
lars per tonne. Farmers who 
lock in the basis must lock in 
their futures prior to delivery 
or the basis price expiry date, 
whichever comes first. 

Farmers with a Personal 
Identification Number (ob¬ 
tained through pre-registra¬ 
tion) can lock in tonnage and 
a price by calling 1-800-ASK-4- 
CWB. 

Farmers may also commit to 
the program by faxing in a Fax 
Acceptance/Lock-in Form avail¬ 
able through Fax on Demand, 
the CWB Web site or local el¬ 
evators. The CWB will then 
send a Contract Confirmation 
Form to the farmer. 

All grades of CWRS wheat, 
excepting Canada Feed, are eli¬ 
gible for delivery under the pro¬ 
gram in the new crop year at 
the relevant grade spread 
value. 


Rate increase 
condemned by CWB 


The Board of Directors of 
the CWB condemned the in¬ 
crease in the maximum rate 
scale for grain movement re¬ 
cently announced by the Cana¬ 
dian Transportation Agency. 

Chairman Ken Ritter said, 
"It is unbelievable that farmers 
should be expected to pay an¬ 
other $1.45 per tonne to the 
railways when it has been 
shown that they have been 
over-paying for nearly a dec¬ 
ade." 

While the rate increase is a 
consequence of the price index¬ 
ing formula prescribed in the 
Canada Transportation Act, 
the CTA’s own review of rail¬ 
way costs last fall documented 
that this calculation results in 
excessively high freight rates 
because it ignores productivity 
gains from which the railways 
have benefited since 1992. 

"We have seen the results of 
the CTA’s costing review for 
1998 and it confirms that farm¬ 
ers are entitled to significantly 
reduced rail rates," Ritter said. 
"For an average-sized farm that 
entitlement is more than 



"Both railways have re¬ 
cently announced record or 
near record profit levels in the 
midst of a farm income cri¬ 
sis. Excessive freight rates 
are the direct result of a lack 
of competition in the rail in¬ 
dustry. We are calling for the 
federal government to rectify 
this unacceptable and unten¬ 
able situation." 

Ritter also urged the fed¬ 
eral government to make a de¬ 
cision for grain transporta¬ 
tion reform based on the rec¬ 
ommendations supported by 
the major farm organizations, 
Keystone Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers, Saskatchewan Asso¬ 
ciation of Rural Municipali¬ 
ties, and Wild Rose Agricul¬ 
tural Producer.

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An ounce of prevention 


Just around the corner is the 
Beef breeding season and we need 
to get ready and ensure every¬ 
thing is ready to go. Breeding 
success depends on the reproduc¬ 
tive health of both the cow and 
the bull. Because a bull is ex¬ 
pected to service a number of 
cows, determining the potential 
fertility of the bull is much more 
important than determining the 
fertility of any individual cow. It 
is essential to evaluate bulls 
every year before breeding starts 
because the fertility of an indi¬ 
vidual animal can vary from 
year to year. Surprisingly, only 
about 28 per cent of bulls in Al¬ 
berta are evaluated for reproduc¬ 


tive fitness. 

To do this evaluation we use 
a tool called a Breeding Sound¬ 
ness Evaluation (BSE). It pre¬ 
dicts the potential fertility of a 
bull and is based on an examina¬ 
tion that includes tests for physi¬ 
cal soundness, testicular size, 
semen quality, and in some cases, 
libido/mating ability. 

BSE identifies bulls with poor 
potential breeding ability, bulls 
with suboptimal fertility and to 
generally improve herd fertility. 
The advantages of BSE are of¬ 
ten self evident. There are large 
differences in the semen produc¬ 
ing ability of bulls of the same 
age, weight and breed. BSE can 


identify the estimated 20 to 40 
per cent of all bulls that have 
unacceptable fertility levels. 

The breeding record of a bull 
is important, but it does not 
guarantee performance in the 
upcoming breeding season. 
Many factors can influence the 
fertility of a bull both during the 
breeding season and during the 
resting period. The BSE is an 
effective way to identify bulls that 
are no longer fertile.

Older bulls arc usually the 
most dominant in a group and 
will prevent younger bulls from 
breeding more than a few females. 
Unfortunately, these dominant 
animals may not have the best 
semen or libido. A BSE can iden¬ 
tify dominant bulls with low fer¬ 
tility and prevent significant eco¬ 
nomic losses that would result 
from large numbers of open cows 
or a lengthened calving season. 

Using a BSE can improve the 
genetics and fertility of a herd 
A bull with above average tes¬ 
ticular size (for age and breed) 
will generally sire female off¬ 
spring that reach puberty at an 
earlier age. The testicular size of 


bulls is also strongly correlated 
with a high pregnancy rate of 
their female offspning. 

Your veterinary practitioners 
can evaluate bulls for potential 
fertility. A BSE is a relatively 
small investment compared to 
the potential dollar loss that 
could occur if subfertile bulls are 
chosen as herd sires. A bull that 
cannot complete a breeding is of 
no use. Your next years profits 
start with that small investment 
this year.

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Extending the grazing season this year 


Production costs are 
always an issue in a 
cow-calf operation and 
winter feed, bedding 
and pasture are among 
the highest variable 
costs incurred. At¬ 
tempts to reduce the 
winter feeds and to im¬ 
prove the pasture re¬ 
sources can improve 
the bottom line in pro¬ 
ducing beef. Many cow- 
calf producers reduce 
winter feed costs by ex¬ 
tending their grazing 
season. 

"Research results 
from the 1998 Cow-Calf 
Enterprise Analysis, 
compiled by Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Food and Ru¬ 
ral Development's pro¬ 
duction economics and 
statistics branch com¬ 
piled for the Aspen 
Parkland Region, 
showed that 62.9 per 
cent of the variable 
costs in the cow-calf 
business came from win¬ 
ter feed, bedding and 
pasture,” says Bill 
Grabowsky, beef spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, Wetaskiwin. 

The Western Forage 
and Beef Group, work¬ 
ing out of the Lacombe 
Research Station, indi¬ 
cate that the benefits of 
extending the grazing 
season can be both mon¬ 
etary and physical. 
With extended grazing, 
producers can reduced 
feed costs of 25 cents 
per head per day over 
stored feed and reduced 
costs of not handling 
feed or manure of 15 
cents per head per day. 
Grazing also enhances 
cow condition prior to 
entering the winter pe¬ 
riod and the improved 
calf weaning weights. 

"Extending the graz¬ 
ing season can be ac¬ 
complished by several 
management changes," 
adds Grabowsky. "It 
might involve a simple 
rotational grazing plan. 
It might involve adding 
legumes to the grass 
mix, since legumes are 
a higher quality forage 
species. Some producers 
use spring seeded annu¬ 
als, like oats, and 
underseed this crop to

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The Board of Directors of the 
Canadian Cattle Identification 
Agency (CCLA) has announced 
the official start-up date for the 
Canadian Cattle Identification 
Program. The Program will be¬ 
gin as targeted on December 31, 
2000 however monetary penal¬ 
ties will not be applied until July 
1, 2002. Until that time enforce¬ 
ment will take the form of edu¬ 
cation and awareness. Enforce¬ 
ment will be provided by the 
Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency (CFIA). 

"We have listened to produc¬ 
ers and believe that the revised 
schedule will accommodate most 
of their recommendations and 
concerns," says Canadian Cat¬ 
tle Identification Agency board 
chair Carl Block, a cow-calf pro¬ 
ducer from Abbey, Saskatch¬ 
ewan. 

Beginning on July 1, 2001, 
all cattle that have moved be¬ 
yond their herd of origin are to 
be tagged with an official CCLA 
tag. On that date packing 
plants will be required to read 
all tags and transfer the identi¬ 
fication to the point of carcass 
inspection. 

"The Canadian Cattle Identi¬ 
fication Program begins on 
January 1, 2001," adds Block. 
"Cattle that leave their herd of 
origin after that date are to be 
tagged. However, the Board has 
determined that enforcement 
must take the form of informa¬ 
tion, extension and notification 
of non-compliance in the early 
stages. This period of time 
should enable producers to ad¬ 
just and adapt to this important 
new measure. 

We strongly urge producers 
to begin tagging their animals. 
Many have already started tag¬ 
ging voluntarily, and in light of 
recent developments around the 
world, the sooner we have the 
majority of Canadian cattle 
tagged the better. Recently, Den¬ 
mark lost its ability to export 
cattle and beef because of the 


discovery of a domestically- 
raised cow with Bovine 
Spongiform Encephalopathy. 
Also, in the past few weeks, 
there has been a confirmed out¬ 
break of foot-and-mouth disease 
in both Japan and Korea, clos¬ 
ing their borders to exports. 

Right now, Canada can claim 
the healthiest cattle industry in 
the world, but we have no guar¬ 
antee what tomorrow may 
bring. The current health sta¬ 
tus was reached through delib¬ 
erate disease eradication pro¬ 
grams backed up by individual 
animal identification. All cattle 
producers are urged to support 
this program so that the indus¬ 
try may protect itself, its mar¬ 
kets, its consumers and the pro¬ 
ducer's bottom line. 

The CCLA, Canadian Cattle¬ 
men’s Association, and provin¬ 
cial cattle organizations have 
renewed their commitment to 
communication with grassroots 
producers to ensure industry¬ 
wide understanding and sup¬ 
port in the period leading up to 
Program implementation. 

The Canadian Cattle Identi¬ 
fication Program is a new sys¬ 
tem of individually identifying 
cattle in Canada with a CCIA- 
approved ear tag. Individual 
identification allows for faster 
and more efficient traceback and 
control of disease and serious 
safety problems, helping to pro¬ 
tect Canada's markets for cat¬ 
tle and beef. The Program has 
been developed at the request of 
the cattle industry through pro¬ 
vincial cattle associations, the 
Canadian Cattlemen's Associa¬ 
tion and the Canadian Beef 
Breeds Council. For further in¬

tions for change," says Margue¬ 
rite Stark, provincial 4-H pro¬ 
grams specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development, Airdrie. "They 
also consider innovative ideas 
and approaches that will im¬ 
prove the direction of the over¬ 
all 4-H program and make 4-H 
better for future generations." 


Delegates participated in con¬ 
sulting group sessions, working 
on issues facing youth and the 
4-H program such as Citizen¬ 
ship in Action, Youth Heroes 
and Role Models, World Hun¬ 
ger, Community Violence, Di¬ 
versity, Environmentalism, 
Volunteerism and other areas of 
concern. Delegates also visited 
the Canadian Embassy and 
other points of historical and 
political interest around Wash¬ 
ington, including Capitol Hill. 
Prior to their U.S. experience, 
Canadian delegates assembled in 
Ottawa for an orientation and 
a ceremony at a Citizenship 
Court.

Under the federal 
Spring Credit Advance Pro¬ 
gram, a maximum of 
$20,000 is available inter¬ 
est-free for spring seeding 
costs. The maximum ad¬ 
vance applies to all crops 
currently covered under 
the fall advance program, 
and applies to all farming 
operations the farmer is 
involved in. 

The Canadian Wheat 
Board will administer all 
wheat, durum and barley

Change 

needed 

The Canadian Trans¬ 
portation Agency's recent 
announcement of a 4.5 per 
cent increase in the rate 
cap for grain clearly dem¬ 
onstrates current regula¬ 
tions in grain transporta¬ 
tion need to be changed 
immediately to benefit 
farmers. 

Agricore president Neil 
Silver says Agricore esti¬ 
mates that the average rate 
increase of $1.45 per tonne 
will result in an increase in 
farmer costs of about $32- 
million. 

"Farmers are suffering 
the same increased fuel and 
interest rate costs that the 
railways are facing," says 
Silver. "Now the average 
1,000 acre grain and oilseed 
farmer will pay an extra 
$1,450 per year for trans¬ 
portation." 

Agricore has identified 
more than $200-million in 
savings that farmers could 
realize with a move to a 
more commercial, efficient 
and accountable transpor¬ 
tation system. 

"The Prime Minister and 
his cabinet have regularly 
expressed concern for farm¬ 
ers who are in the midst of 
an income crisis," says Sil¬ 
ver. "Part of the solution is 
clearly there for the gov¬ 
ernment to seize." 

If a more commercial 
system can be put in place 
for the 2000-2001 crop 
year, Silver says farmers 
will be enjoying significant 
savings instead of paying 
more for transportation.

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Firearm owners should get license now 


The deadline to obtain a 
licence to legally own fire¬ 
arms or buy ammunition is 
fast approaching, the Cana¬ 
dian Firearms Centre re¬ 
minds firearm owners. Many 
firearm owners are still una¬ 
ware of this requirement. 

"People may be confusing 
the need for a personal li¬ 
cence with the requirement 
to register their firearms," 
says David Austin, Deputy 
Director of Communications 
and Public Affairs at the 
Canadian Firearms Centre. 

"The Firearms Act has two 
main requirements. Personal 
possession licensing is one 
and registration of all fire¬ 
arms is a second. The licens¬ 
ing deadline is only months 
away." The law states clearly 
that gun owners must have 
obtained personal possession 
or acquisition licences by 
December 31, 2000. 

Many persons seem una¬ 
ware that those who do not 
have a licence, or valid Fire¬ 
arms Acquisition Certificate 
(FAC), by the end of this 
year will not be able to buy 
ammunition. "People who 
still haven't applied for their 
licence should do so quickly 
or they may get caught in 
the last-minute rush and will 
not be guaranteed a licence 
by the end of the year," says 
Austin. 

Anyone who has an FAC 
that will expire shortly 
should send in an applica¬ 
tion for a personal posses¬ 


sion or acquisition licence at 
least three months before the 
expiration date. In the past, 
individuals required an FAC 
only if they intended to ac¬ 
quire firearms. 

Applicants who need help 
with their applications can 
get information and assist¬ 
ance by calling 1-800-731- 
4000. Operators will answer 
questions and can send a 
checklist that helps avoid the 
most commonly-made errors. 
"These initiatives make the 
application process as easy 
as possible. Submitting er¬ 
ror-free applications will help 
firearm owners avoid delays 
in getting licenses," says 
Austin. 

Surveys show that 43 per 
cent of firearm owners, 
rarely, or never, use their 
firearms. There are options 
for safe disposal or sale of a 


firearm, if an owner should 
choose this route. A projected 
800,000 will likely choose 
this route. 

Owners who no longer 
want to keep firearms must 
take action by the end of this 
year. They may sell their fire¬ 
arms to a valid licence holder 
or they may turn them over 
to police for disposal. Own¬ 
ers wishing to sell firearms 
should call 1-800-731-4000. 
A phone call to the local po¬ 
lice station will determine 
the process to follow for the 
disposal of a firearm. 

The deadline for the sec¬ 
ond requirement of the Fire¬ 
arms Act, registration of fire¬ 
arms, is not until the end of 
December 2002. Austin cau¬ 
tions that this should not be 
confused wit personal licens¬ 
ing, which is an immediate 
requirement. "There is really
